BLAZE N SUBWAY
SEARS PASSENGERS

———

Short Circuit Electrifies Car and
Seats—Four Persons in
Rush-Hour Crowd Burned.

NEW YORK, Aug. L.—Pasacngers on
& northbound Dyckman expresa train
In the gubway were thrown into a panie
during the rush hour yesterday after-
noon, when a short circult developed in
the front enr at the elevated Manhat-
tan street statlon. Four men wers
burned, one of them eerlously, by the
flames which shot out of the control
box on the rear nlatform, and many
others escaped only by scrambling Into

the Interlor of the car. The Injured
Are:
Albert 17, Ritter, twenty, a clerk of

B8 Lagontalne avenue, the Bronx, face,
neck and head serlously burned.

Valerie Braquechala, sixty-three, Park-
er avenus, Fort Lee, N. J., face and
arms burned.

Amozo Caesagep, forty-three, b9 Grove
street, left hand and face burned.

Tha Rev. Gustg Bright, forty-five, of
Hilleresat avenue, Tuckahoe, N, Y., hand
and arm burned.

Trampled in Panic.

Ritter was sent to Knickerbocker
Hospital when Dr. Padula reached the
soene in an ambulance, and his condi-
tion last night was reported as serious,
The others wera treated by the physi-
olan, and were able tv go home within
& few minutes,

The front car was crowded with pas-
sangers, many of whom had just got
on at the Manhattan otrect station,
where the subway is in the open alr.
The four men who werce Injured were
standing on the rear platform of the
ear when the short eclrcuit developed

One of them screamed as the blue
flamea flashed from the control box
and seared his face, and In an Instant
the passengers of the first car were on
thelr feet, scrambling toward the ex!ts.
Many fell down, and several were
bruised by the feet of the rushing erowd
and from being pushed agalnst the
doors and gldes of the car,

Although the guards and Conduetor
Qeorge Mler shouted that there was no
danger, the panic spread to the second
car, and the passengors there also be-
gan pushing toward the doors. In the
first car the steel of the car becams
electrified, and flame burst out in sev-
eral places ulong the scats.

he woodwork on the platform also
began to smalder, and there was a large
quantity of smoke. The fire In the firat
car and the smoke rolllng back Into
the second made the passengers more
panlc-stricken than ever, and [t was
only after much trouble that the guards
succeeded In calming them.

Extinguish Flames.

Guards in the rear cars managed to
eonfine the excitement to the firat two
oArs,

The injured persona were quickly car-
ried out onto the platform of the Man-
hattan street station and taken down
the escalator to a drug atore at Broad-
way and Manhattan street, where they
were given emergency treatment before
the arrival of Dr. Padula.

The guards then ordered the passen-
out of the first two cars and ex-
Ished the fire with extinguishers

MODERN SUBMARINE
FLEET, CHINA'S PLAN

Noted Chinese Here to Study
Newest Types—U. S. Will
Get Order.

NEW TORK. Aug. L.—China s soon
to have a submarine fleet that will
compare favorably with thossa of othar
large nations, It has just been learned
here,

Headed by Admiral Wel Han, chief
naval constructor of the Chinese navy,
a party of twenty-one Chinese naval
men and engineers left New York last
night for New London, Conn., whers
the United States hes under construe-
tlon elght submarines of the latest type.
They will make an exhaustive study of
the new machines, under apeclal per-
misaion of the Navy Department. Fol-
lowing the New London trip a tour of
the Government naval yarda will be

taken, and teats and studies made,
The U'nited States is to profit by her

U.S. Won’t Pay for
Mizreral Waters

But Comptroller Downey Allows
Tips to Chambermaids in

Paris and London.

Unecle Sam ecannot be made to pay
for mineral water on shi phoard, even
though this water I8 conaldered necea-
sary to prevent sea sickness, under a
ruling by Comptroller of the Treasury
Downey.

The bensvolent old gentleman will
foot the billa, however, for batha In
European hotels, for paymenta to
chambermalds, tips to steamship stew-
ards, and exceptional exchanze ratea
caused by the war,

All of theas questions wera deter-
mined by the Comptroller in passing
upon an expenses account voucher by
Wrisley Brown, special Investigator and
aseistant to the Attorney General.

The Comptroller held that the neces-
slty for mineral water on shipboard
when the shlp water was wholesome
was occagloned by the travaler's physi-
cal condition and was not allowable,

On this score he upheld the Auditor
for the Btate and other departments,
but he reversed tha Auditor's refusal
to allow amounts paid to chambermalds
in London and Parle, as a legitimate
travel charge against the Government.
Mr. Brown pald a London chamber-
mald $2.00, and a Paris chambermald 40
cents,

It has heen held by the Comptroller's
office that such gratuities are not al-
lowahls, but as it |s the custom abroad,
an rlxception was made for forelgn
travel.
